birds. 

Prof. Saville is looked upon as one 
of the foremost of the archeaologists 
of this country. He has devoted many 
years to study and research. He is 
highly gratified at the success attend- 
ing the present expedition. 

He made friends with the descend- 
ants of the ancient Aztecs, who form 
the native population of Oaxaca, in 
which the ruins are situated. The 
Governor of Oaxaca took great inter- 
est in the work and gave co 
assistance toward its success.

PARAGRAPHS. 

The English Mansion House fund on 
the 24th of February amounted to over 
three and one-half militions of dollars 
in voluntary subscriptions for the 
benefit of the sufferers in the South 
African war. 

The German military budget for 1900 
amounts to 630,946.998 marks, being an 
Increase upon the ordinary estimates 
of 721,496.499 marks. It ie intended to 
continue the expansion of the forces 
provided for by the quinquennial law.
